been made and to the manner in which the raitroad officials are 
cooperating with the War Department.”

He expresses his 
Gratitude for their often little-thought-of work as follows: “I 
speak from long experience working through the Sacramento 
Canyon, where one curve succeeds another, and where falling 
rocks might create a hazard were it not for the work of these 
trackmen. Every engineman can remember more than one in- 
stance when trackmen have ‘saved their bacon’.” 

The whole railroad joins you, Mr, Frizell, in taking hats off 
to the section men and track men . . . and hats off to the likes 
of yourself who are thoughtful enough to comment on their

More Cars, More Locomotives, and 
More Jobs in Big Building Program 


Peet speeding up its extensive program of getting millions of dol- 
lars worth of new and modernized equipment quickly into service on its 
Pacific Lines, Southern Pacific established on February 1 a six-day week for 
work in all of its locomative, freight and passenger car repair shops. 

The six-day week, already in effect for locomotive department forces at 
the Sacramento, Los Angeles, and El Paso general shops, also the Bayshore 
and Roseville shops, is now extended to include all other locomotive forces 
as well as all car department forces. A majority of the nearly 13,000 em- 
ployes of the mechanical forces will benefit by the extra day’s work, this 
number including about 500 shopmen brought back onto the payrolls, 

This move enables SP shops to complete repairs of all classes more rapidly, 
thereby making additional cars and locomotives available for service, along 
with new units that are now being added to Pacific Lines’ rolling stock. 

The rapid delivery of new cars and locomotives included in the Com- 
pany’s current orders amounting to $18,900,000, is told in detail in the 
article starting on the next page. Highlights are that a large portion of the 
new 2540 freight cars are already in service. The remainder, plus hundreds 
of PFE refrigerator cars and a steady flow of re-conditioned box cars, will be 
available during the coming weeks. First of the twenty new streamlined 
locomotives will be delivered during March, and the others will quickly 
follow. Also it is expected that the 15 new Diesel-electric switching Jocomo- 
tives will be delivered during March and April. Before the summer travel 
season gets under way, all of the 51 streamlined passenger cars will have 
been received for the new Daylight, San Joaquin, Lark, and for replacements 
in several trains on other routes. Also the new 17-car City of San Francisco 
streamliner will be ready for the summer travel. 

Thus is Southern Pacific rapidly expanding its transportation plant with 
new motive power for main line and yard service, mote freight cars to meet 
increasing traffic demands, and improved passenger equipment to give its 
customers the utmost ia modern travel comfort,

Fast Schedule in Delivery 
of New Equipment 


RYP deliveries have been made on most of the freight 
equipment and early deliveries are expected on all other 
items included in the progeam announced last August when 
orders were placed for 20 streamlined passenger locomotives of 
the Daylight type costing about $3,500,000; 51 air-conditioned 
streamlined passenger cars of various types at a cost of approxi- 
mately $3,500,000; and 2540 freight cars to cost more than 
$7,800,000, some of them built at the SP shops in Sacramento 
and Los Angeles. Following is a review of progress on these 
and other new facilities now on order: 


Freight: Almost all of the 1500 steel sheathed 50-ton box 
cars have been delivered by the plants that shared evenly in the 
construction. The Pressed Steel Car Co, of McKees Rocks, Pa., 
completed its 500 lot on Dec. 23; General American Transpor- 
tation Corp., of East Chicago, completed the last of its 500 cars 
on Jan. 20; and the Bethlehem Steel Co. of Johnstown, Pa., 
should finish its lot of 500 cars this month. These steel cars are 
wood lined, 4014 feet long: 

The 500 new 50-ton steel sheathed automobile cars ordered 
from the Mt. Vernon Car & Manufacturing Co. of Mt. Vernon, 
IIL, have cubic capacity of 4963 cu. ft. as compared with 4798 
cu. ft. in SP’s previous 50-ft. 6 in, automobile cars. These cars, 
also the 1500 box cars mentioned above, have perforated steel 
floor plates at the doorway to protect the floors and are equipped 
with metal running boards. Delivery of the 500 automobile cars 
is expected to be completed before the end of this month. 

On Jan. 10 the last of the 350 seventy-ton steel hopper cars 
were delivered from the American Car & Foundry Co. at St. 
Louis. These 31-foot cars are especially fitted for commercial 
use in hauling sand and gravel as well as for track ballasting. 

At the Sacramento Shops 125 flat cars and 15 gondola cars 
are under ,construction. The gondolas are of 70-ton capacity. 
with the exceptional inside length of 6544 feet. The cars. have 
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drop ends and are designed for mill service. The flat cars are the 
largest ever built at the SP shops. They are 5314 feet. long and 
1014 feet wide, with multiple stake pockets for securely haul- 
ing various types of loads. 

The 1941 program of applying steel sheathing and otherwise 
modernizing 500 box cars will follow practically the same 
schedule as last year, with Sacramento shops handling 200 of 


the cars, El Paso shops 150 cars, and Los Angeles shops 150 cars. 
This program calls for the existing 114-in. wood sheathing being 
removed from inside these steel end cars and replaced with steel 
sheets welded to posts and braces, also applying 34-inch tongue 
and groove inside lining, thus making the cars all steel construc- 
tion. Improved air brakes and power hand brakes are also ap- 
plied. This involves an expenditure of approximately $394,620. 


Cahooses: The 50 new steel cabooses constructed at SP's 
Los Angeles shops are being rolled out at the rate of one each 
working day. Construction is systematically organized on the 
spot system, similar to that followed on the assembly lines of 
automobile plants. Fabrication of parts started Oct. 15, actual 
assembly and construction began Nov. 11 and the first caboose 
rolled off the line on Dec. 21. 

These new 35-foot cabooses are the second lot of fifty all steel 
ones built at the LA shops. They are of all steel construc- 
tion and afford maximum protection to train crews. Under the 
interior tongue and grooved lining is placed one-half inch board 
type insulation to keep the cars cool in summer and warm in 
winter. Floor structure consists of sub-floor laid diagonally, 
then a layer of building paper, over which standard tongue and 
groove flooring is laid. Pullman type seats are built into the 
standard sized cupola. 

Cabooses in this series are numbered 1050 to 1099, inclusive, 
and are scheduled to be operated on the various divisions as fol- 
lows: Coast 8, San Joaquin 8, Portland 8, Sacramento 15, Tucson 
5, also 4 especially assigned to the Arizona Overnight merchan- 
dise freight and two to the SF-LA Overnight. 


Pacific Fruit Express: purchase of 1000 new refriger- 
ator cars and plans for the rebuilding and heavy repair of more 
than 3000 units in its present fleet of “reefers,” at a total cost of 
approximately $15,500,000, have been announced by Pacific 
Fruit Express Co. for its 1941 improvement program. 

The new cars, embodying the latest advances in design with 
steel sheathing and steel wheels, will cost about $4,500,000 and 
will be built on the Pacific Coast. First cars are expected to be 
delivered by April 15 and all by the end of July. The car main- 
tenance program calls for an expenditure of about $11,000,000. 
It will include the cost of rebuilding 2000 cars in the first half 
of ‘the year with entirely new car bodies and application of the 
latest type air brakes, PFE’s shops at Roseville are constructing 
650 of the rebuilt cars, the program moving along rapidly at the 
tate of six completed cars each working day. The company's 
shops at Los Angeles are also rebuilding 630 cars, the Colton 
shops 450, and Nampa, Ida., shops 250. Heavy repairs will be 
made to 1000 cars, and lighter repairs to others, to bring the 
company's equipment to the highest standard of efficiency. This 
work is under way at the PFE shops above mentioned, as well 
as at Tucson and Pocatello. 

The PFE has about 2100 men working on these construction 
jobs at its various shops, nearly 600 of them being at Roseville 
and about the same number at Los Angeles. 

Operators of the world’s largest refrigerator cat service, PFE 
is jointly owned by SP and UP. At the end of 1940 the com- 
pany owned and operated 36,245 cars. 


Passenger: Outstanding in the .passenger equipment for 
Pacific Lines’ use, are the 51 new streamlined cars under con- 
struction by the Pullman-Standard Car Manufacturing Co. at 
cost of $3,500,000. Delivery of the cars ‘will start in March and 
dt is expected all’ will be ready..for :service early in June.

Included among the 51 new cars will be 37 chair cat hodies 
(28 articulated in pairs), two parlor-observation cars, two 
triplex coffee shop-kitchen-diner (six bodies), and two triplex 
Jounge-diner-kitchen dormitory (six bodies). The latter three- 
car units, for use on the new Lars, are the first of the kind ever 
built, offering a complete innovation in railroad service. Parts 
of the dining and lounging rooms can be used for either pur-

Also at Sacramento nine head- 
end postal and baggage cars are being re-designed, four to be 
painted red-orange-black for use on the new San Joaquins and 
four painted in two tones of gray to match the Pullman cars for 
the new Largs, This work programmed for the Sacramento shops 
is estimated to cost nearly $300,000. 


Locomotives: tn general design the 20 new 4-8-4 type, - 


Class GS-4, locomotives being built by Lima Locomotive Works 
will be the same as the previous Daylight type streamliners, 
although about 31,000 Ibs. heavier, -due partially to 1900 gals. 
more water capacity in tenders, also the engine without booster 
has 1960 more pounds of tractive power. Boiler and fireboxes 
of the new engines are made entirely of nickel steel sheets in 
order to permit the use of a working steam pressure of 300 lbs. 
per sq. in., as compared with 280 Ibs., being the highest pres- 
sure ever used on an SP engine. An added safety precaution for 
use in approaching highway grade crossings will be the warning 
rays of the Mars Signal Headlight installed above the regular 
road headlight. Also included are such efficiency and safety de- 
vices as boiler drop plugs, tire retaining clips, mechanical oil 
lubrication to driving boxes, improved sanding arrangement, 
automatic wheel cooling, electro-pneumatic brakes, valve pilot, 
foam-meter, etc. Cabs are enclosed type with side doors and 
ladders, are well insulated, weatherproofed, and have safety 
glass windows, same colors as present Daylight locomotives. 

‘The Diesel-electric switch engines will be practically identi- 
cal to the ten which have been in service for some time at West 
Oakland. Electro Motive Corp. is building eight of the new 
ones, while five will come from American Locomotive Co., and 
twe from Baldwin Locomotive Works. West Oakland yards will 
get 13 of the switchers and two will go to the T&NO lines. 
Outstanding features of the Diesel switchers are their economy 
of operation, their durability, and their ability to work “around 
the clock” for many days at a time. 


Senior SP Clerk Is Now

Operating Results in ‘40 
Show Revenue Gain 


OR the twelve months ended De- 
cember 31, 1940, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Transpor- 
tation System amounted to $231,932,279, 


ot $14,359,390 more than the revenues 
for 1939; a 6.6% increase. Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $169,268,712, or 
$9,827,089 more than the expenses for 
last year; a 6.2% increase. 

Federal retirement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $6,593,748 
and other railway taxes $11,264,297; a 
total of $17,858,045. After deducting 
these taxes and $12,339,663 of net rentals 
for use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $32,465,859, or $4,037,449 
more than the net railway operating in- 
come for the year 1939; a 14% increase. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
eleven months ended November 30, 1940, 
the final result was a Net Income of 
$6,344,384, which compares with a net 
income of $5,017,652 for the first eleven 
months of 1939. No dividends have been 
paid since January, 1932. The final re- 
sult for the twelve months period of 1940 
will be shown in a subsequent issue.

W. W. Crocker Is Named SP Director 
and Executive Committeeman 


\ ILLIAM W. CROCKER was elected 

on January 9 a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company and a member of the 
Executive Committee, taking the place 
formerly held by Stuart L. Rawlings who 
died last November. 

Mr. Crocker is president of the 
Crocker First National Bank of San 
Francisco. With his election to the Board 
of Directors there again appears on 
Southern Pacific's roster a family same 
that was identified with the railroad at 
its very beginning nearly eighty years 
ago. The new director is a grandson of 
Charles Crocker, one of the “Big Four” 
founders of the Central Pacific (parent 
organization of SP}, and a son of the 
late William H. Crocker, prominent in 
San Francisco's business life and close 
friend of the railroad, who participated 
in many of SP’s special anniversary and 
dedicatory events. Aiso in early days 
other members of the Crocker family 
were connected with the railroad, 

Mr. Crocker was born in San Francisco 
on June 29, 1893. He received his early 
education at Groton School in Massa- 
chusetts, after which he attended Vale. 
Following his graduation in 1915 he took 
a year’s course in Jaw at Harvard. Prior 
to United States’ entry into the world 
war he enlisted in the American Red 
Cross Ambulance Corps in France, where 
he saw service uatif the entry of this 
country into the conflict. He then trans- 
ferred to the 2nd Brigade Field Artillery 
of the A.E.F., and at the close of the war 


» retired with the rank of captain. 


Returning to New York, Mc. Crocker 
entered the Bankers Trust Company, 
where he remained for a time before 
coming to San Francisco as vice president 
of the Crocker National Bank. He has 
been president of the Crocker First Na- 
tional Bank since January 14, 1936. 

In addition to his banking connections, 
Mr. Crocker is a director of various cor-

Military Service May Be 
Applied to Pensions 


HE President of the United States has 
approved an amendment to the rail- 
road retirement legislation whereby cer- 
tain military service may be credited 
toward annuities under the 1935 and 
1937 Railroad Retirement Acts. 

Military service includes service in the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States, including the air units of each, 
and is creditable to a person only if pre- 
ceded by railroad or other service subject 
to the Acts performed in the same or in 
the preceding calendar year and if the 
person is entitled to credit for railroad or 
other employer service rendered prior to 
Januaty 1, 1937, 

The military service must have been 
rendered prior to January 1, 1937, aad 
either during a war period, or immedi- 
ately after a war period by a person who 
was in the military service at the end of 
a war period and was required to con- 
tinue in military service, or during a 
period for which the person was required 
by an Act of Congress {or by regulation, 
proclamation or order pursuant thereto) 
to enter and continue in military service. 

Military service will not be creditable 
so as to.make the total’ years of service 
mote than thirty. Voluntary service is not 


-cteditable unless entered into during a 


war period. Benefits under the - Retire.

ment Acts resulting from credits for mili- 
tary service are subject to reduction in 
cases in which the military service is used 
as the basis for payment of periodic bene- 
fits under any other Act of Congress. 

Military service will be helpful to all 
persons now receiving or who may here- 
after receive annuities based upon less 
than 30 years of railroad service, and 
may be of particular value to disabled 
employes who are not eligible for an- 
nuities on account of being under age 60 
or having completed less than 30 years 
of creditable railroad service. 

Credit for military service will not be 
given unless applied for, and when ap- 
plicable to annuities already granted will 
not become effective more than 60 days 
before the date an application is received 
by the Retirement Board. Annuitants who 
desire to obtain credit for military ser- 
vice should make prompt application 
therefor on Form RR-27, which may be 
obtained from the Retirement Board at 
Washington or one of the Board's re- 
Bional or district offices.

JPRANK C. CHAMBERLIN is a handy 
man to have around—you can't get 
away from it. Frank is one of those fel- 
lows who gets things done. It doesn't

He owns his own home and his 
hobby is what he calls “puttering”’ 
around it, That “puttering” is responsi- 
ble for some of the finest flowers in 
Bakersfield, and for one of the best 
painted houses in the district. Of his per- 
sonal contacts in obtaining SP business, 
Frank says: “I think that these contacts 
ace helpful in building up good will for 
my Company .. . and furthermore, they're 
a lot of fun.” 

Well, the Company certainly enjoys

Annuities and Pensions 
Free of Income Tax 


TATE or Federal income taxes do not 
apply to annuities and pensions under 
the Railroad Retirement Act, in the 
opinion of the general counsel of the 
Railroad Retirement Board. Application 
of such taxes, he says, are effectively pre- 
vented by Section 12 of the Railroad Re- 
tirement Act of 1937, which states that: 
“No annuity or pension payment shall 
be assignable or be subject to any tax or 
to garnishment, attachment, or other 
legal process under any citcumstances 
whatsoever, nor shall the payment there- 
of be anticipated.” 

It is the counsel's opinion, however, 
that this tax exemption does not exist 
after such annuities or their proceeds are 
expended or converted into real or per- 
sonal property. “It is clear,” he states, 
“that the above section does not purport 
to exempt an individual from the pay- 
ment of local, personal, and real property 
taxes merely because the individual is a 
recipient of an annuity or pension under 
the Railroad Retirement Act.” 

In calling attention to this opinion, J. 
S. Cunningham, secretary of SP Pension 
Board, points out that pension allow- 
ances paid by the railroad in excess of the 
amount received in annuity payments 
under the Railroad Retirement Act are 
taxable both under the Federal and Cali- 
fornia laws.

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The ‘Dixie’, Flagship 
of SP Steamships, 
Sold to Navy 


HE S.S. Dixie, flagship of the South- 

em Pacific's fleet of steamships, is 
soon to become a unit of the United 
States Navy, Announcement of the sale 
was made by President A, D. McDonald 
on Jan. 21. It is expected that the ship 
will be withdrawn from its present ser- 
vice after arrival at New York from New 
Orleans on Feb. 26 so that delivery can 
be made to the Navy about March 3. 

Sale of the steamship, which has long 
provided 2 popular and colorful feature 
of SP’s rail-water Sunset Route service, 
was consummated after the U.S. Maritime 
Commission had requested a conference 
with SP officers, stating that the Navy 
was very much interested in acquiting 
the Dixie as being better adapted to its 
proposed use in connection with the na- 
tional defense program than any other 
ship of similar class which it had under 
consideration. 

The Dixie was completed in January, 
1928, and has since been operated in a 
combination passenger-freight service on 
the New York-New Orleans run. The 
ship's length is 445 feet, beam 60 feet, 
cargo space 414,000 cubic feet, and 
has accommodations for 275 first class 
passengers. 


Feathered Friends Prove 
Not So Friendly 


H™’ come so many linemen have 
grey hair and furrowed brows? 
Sup’t of Telegraph A, W. Flanagan says 
it’s caused by birds building nests on the 
cross arms of the telephone poles along 
the railroad right-of-way. If the birds 
would confine themselves to sticks, twigs 
and the stuif that usually goes into the 
making of nests, the situation would not 
be so aggravating. But they insist on 
scouting around until they locate stray 
pieces of magnet wire, frequently no 
larger than a human hait, but plenty 
large to cause a cross between wires and 
interrupt setvice if they become entan- 
gled in the lead wire.

TH nation is becoming more “rail- 
road conscious” daily. Stepping up of 
our defense program, emphasizing as it 
has the importance of railroad operation 
to the country’s welfare, has stimulated 
the interest of schools, and the general 
public, intensified the activity of various 
rail-ran organizations, Not that such of- 
ganizations have been inactive hereto- 
fore. Far from it! For many years the 
romance and drama of railroading has at- 
tracted the attention of thousands upon 
thousands whose actual contact with the 
rails was but casual. Some specialize in 
amassing historical railroad data, some 
confine themselves to collecting locomo- 
tive pictures, others build entire railroad 
systems in miniature, going so far as to 
build exact replicas of steam engines that 
operate exactly as do the real trains. But 
whatever their approach, all are domi- 
nated by the fascination that has ever 
associated itself with railroading. 

At all times and in many ways the 
Southern Pacific has encouraged such 
activity, realizing that those who come 
to know the railroads will also come to 
know their problems and aid in solving 
thera.

Elated were these San Joaquin Division feliows when they met at Bakersfield Jan. 23 to learn they led all other divisions in employe safety during the past year. 


TH final tabulation of system-wide rec- 
ords covering casualties among employes, 
found the Telegraph Dept. in top position, 
far outranking their nearest competitor with 
a ratio of .91 reportable casualties per million man-hours. In second place, 
and leading the Shops’ Section, were the Sacramento Shops with 2 2.44 
ratio, just a few points ahead of the Los Angeles Gen’l Shops. For the 
second straight year, the San Joaguin fed the rails division, barely nosing 
out the Salt Lake with a 6.82 average. The San Joaquin was also credited 
with best performance in the MofW&S and MP&C Departments. By 
going through the entire year with a clear record, the Portland Stores 
Department led all other stores. The Dining Car Department showed a 
reduction of 45.3% below 1939, while both Salt Lake and Tucson Divi- 
sions reported reductions of over 15%. The Salt Lake took the lead for 
best performance in Transportation Dept. The El Paso Gen’t Shops had 
its best year with a reduction of 54.7% below 1939. 

The record for 1940 was not as good as 1939, but slightly better than 
1938, with many signs pointing to a much better performance in 1941. 
The creation of a full-time Safety Department as of August 1, 1940, 
with A. A. Lowe as superintendent of safety, assisted by $. L. Chapin 
and T. J. Denny as supervisors of safety, makes it possible to afford al! 
divisions, shops, stores, dining car and other departments, constant as- 
sistance in dizecting their accident prevention campaigns. Forty thousand 
copies of the Safery Messenger, devoted exclusively to Safety Matters, 
are distributed to employes each month. 

Renewed interest in ways and means of preventing accidents of all 


kinds, greater activity by local committees, 
and continued correction of unsafe condi- 
tions is expected to result in a substantial 
improvement in 1941, but since more than 
90% of all accidents are the result of indulgence in unsafe practices, it is 
of utmost importance that every man keep his mind on his work, watch 
bis step, maintain a firm grip and safe foothold at all times. 


San Joaquin Holds “Victory” Meeting 


ASAN JOAQUIN Division safety meeting was conducted by A. A. 
Lowe, sup’t of safety, at Bakersfield the evening of Jan. 23. It was 
the first meeting of the new year for the division that, for the second 
straight year, led all other divisions in employe safety.

At latest count, there were 
79 aircraft manufacturers, 
scattered over 20 states-—and 
beyond this, there were 23 air- 
craft engine manufacturers— 
scattered over 12 states.

And on this point also, the 
Amerjcan railroads are today 
at the highest point of effi- 
ciency in history. 


What they do for the airplane 
industry, they do for the 
farmer, the merchant, and ail 
the industries of America— 
they haul the food you eat, 
the clothes you wear, the fuel 
that warms you, the things 
you use every day, handling 
America’s traffic so smoothly 
that few people give it a sec- 
ond thought.
